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DECISION ON PETITION 



This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.183, filed on 
30 April, 2007, which is being treated as a petition requesting 
waiver of 1.63 and 1.67 in that they require the signature of all 
inventor (s) on a supplemental declaration. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

Petitioners have supplied a supplemental declaration in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.63 and 1.67 listing the named inventor, 
Chandrashekhar Pathak, signed on behalf of the inventor by Kevin 
Klemz, Secretary of the Assignee.
